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OUR  MEMBERSHIP  OF  the  European  Union 
costs  British  taxpayers  more  than  £30million  a 
day.  What  a  price  to  pay  for  having  LESS,  not  more, 
say  in  the  running  of  our  country! 

As  the  chart  below  clearly  shows,  decisions  affecting  every 
walk  of  British  life  are  being  increasingly  made  by  foreign 
politicians  sitting  in  the  European  Parliament. 

Almost  on  a  daily  basis,  new 


directives  and  regulations  are  agreed 
that  further  encroach  on  British 
sovereignty,  leaving  our  own  politi¬ 
cians  at  Westminster  sidelined  and 
even  more  irrelevant.

TWELVE  MONTHS  AND  eleven  issues  ago,  Freedom 
was  a  12  page  newspaper  with  two  extra  colours  on 
the  front  and  back  page,  a  circulation  of  38,000  and 
a  subscription  list  of  1,250.

700,000  pensioners  are  living 
without  any  central  heating

AST  WINTER,  despite  it  being 
considered  a  mild  one,  18,400 
of  our  elderly  people  over  the  age  of 
75  died  from  cold-related  illnesses. 

The  most  common  causes  of  death 
were  heart  attacks,  strokes,  bronchitis 
and  pneumonia,  and  the  charity,  Help 
the  Aged ,  has  revealed  that  Britain 
now  has  the  highest  rates  of  winter 
deaths  of  any  country  in  Europe. 
Even  countries  which  have  far  more 
severe  winters,  such  as  Finland  and 
Germany,  have  much  lower  levels  of 
cold-related  mortality. 

In  his  speech  to  the  Labour  Party 
conference,  Tony  Blair  asked: 

“When  did  you  last  hear  of  pensioners 
freezing  to  death  in  the  cold  because 
they  couldn’t  afford  heating?”

scheme  for  the  elderly.

on  racist  gestures  and  noises  made 
at  one  of  our  football  grounds  and 
the  police  can  find  extra  resources 
for  tracking  down  the  culprits. 

All  this  effort  and  media  coverage 
to  just  protect  the  feelings  of  a  few 
highly-paid  black  footballers. 

There’s  no  such  fuss  over  the  death  of 
Lee  Martin,  a  young  soldier  from  the 
1  st  King’s  Regiment,  savagely  beaten 
outside  a  take-away  in  Chorlton-cum- 
Hardy  in  an  actual  racist  attack. 

The  21  year-old  had  just  graduated 
with  honours  at  his  army  training  camp 
in  Catterick,  North  Yorkshire,  and  had 
received  a  Best  Endeavour  award  for  a 
solo  mission  into  ‘enemy’  territory. 


LEE  MARTIN:  Killers  still  at  large. 

His  bravery  earned  him  an  extra 
week’s  leave  from  commanding 
officers  but  within  days  of  returning 
home  to  Chorlton  he  was  beaten 
savagely  by  two  men  outside  a 
take-away  on  Wilbraham  Road. 

One  witness  described  how  the  two 
thugs  repeatedly  kicked  Lee’s  head 
like  a  football,  “as  if  they  were 
running  up  to  take  a  spot-kick”. 

Lee  never  regained  consciousness  and 
after  eight  days  in  a  coma,  he  died  of  a 
brain  haemorrhage  at  Salford’s  Hope 
Hospital  on  Tuesday,  April  13th. 

His  killers  still  haven’t  been  found. 
Why  is  there  no  media  outcry  over  a 
racist  murder,  when  they  make  such  a 
palaver  over  a  racist  gesture? 

Could  it  be  something  to  do  with  the 
fact  that  Lee  Martin  was  white  and 
Manchester  Police  have  described  his 
killers  as  “of  Asian  appearance ”. 


Applications  for  asylum  in 
Britain  have  risen  by  9%  in 
the  last  three  months  with  8,605 
asylum  applicants,  not  counting 
dependants,  for  the  period  July  to 
September  2004. 

The  main  groups  seeking  refuge  were 
people  from  Iran,  China,  Somalia, 
Zimbabwe  and  Iraq. 

Removals  of  failed  asylum  seekers 
were  again  well  short  of  Government 
targets  and  an  interpreter  at  the 
Department  of  Constitutional  Affairs 
claimed  that  failed  applicants  were 
avoiding  deportation  by  faking  illness. 
“Thousands  get  exceptional  leave 
to  stay,  making  a  mockery  of 
government  policy,”  he  said. 


BNP  calls  for  an  open 
debate  on  ritual  slaughter 


THE  British  National  Party 
launched  its  long-awaited 
campaign  against  the  practice  of 
ritual  slaughter  when  Halifax  BNP 
councillor,  Adrian  Marsden,  called 
for  a  ban  on  all  halal  meat  being 


served  on  Calderdale  Council 
premises. 

Members  of  Calderdale  Council’s 
health  and  social  care  scrutiny  panel 
listened  in  silence  to  the  proposal, 
put  forward  by  the  councillor  for 


the  town’s  Illingworth  and  Mixenden 
ward,  for  an  end  to  the  sale  and 
supply  of  halal  meat  by  the  council, 
including  supplies  to  five  of  the 
district’s  schools. 

Councillor  Marsden  said  the  issue 
had  been  raised  by  parents  in  his  ward 
concerned  at  the  cruelty  implications 
as  well  as  the  extra  cost  of  providing 
halal  meat. 

Adrian  also  detailed  research  carried 
out  by  the  Farm  Animal  Welfare 
Council,  which  advises  the  Government 
on  avoiding  cruelty  to  livestock,  and 
recommends  the  stunning  of  animals 
before  they  are  slaughtered. 

He  told  the  panel: 

“The  vast  majority  of  people  want  this 
barbaric  practice  banned.  Animals 
are  slaughtered  without  stunning,  by 
cutting  their  throat  and  leaving  them 
to  bleed  to  death.” 

But  Labour  group  leader,  Helen 
Rivron,  attacked  the  proposal  saying 
that  some  schools  would  still  purchase 
halal  meat,  but  from  another  source,  if 
it  was  not  available  from  the  council. 


Derbyshire  Constabulary  launch 
witch-hunt  far  BNP  officers  and  staff 


POLICE  officers  and  police  staff 
working  within  the  Derbyshire 
Constabulary  have  been  told  that 
if  they  join  the  British  National 
Party,  they  will  face  a  campaign  of 
persecution  and  intimidation  from 
their  senior  officers. 

In  August,  Chief  Constable  David 
Coleman  issued  Chief  Constable’s 
Order  No.  3304  Part  1,  Item  (A) 
which  warned  police  officers  that 
they  would  face  disciplinary  action 
if  they  were  found  to  be  members  of 
the  British  National  Party. 

Now  Colin  Bettison,  Derbyshire 
Constabulary’s  Director  of  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  Finance,  has  issued  a 
further  Policy  and  Procedure 
Personnel  directive,  No. 33/04 
(ANN:MTD),  in  which  he  says: 


ALLEGIANCES:  Colin  Bettison,  the 
Finance  and  Administration  Director 
for  the  Derbyshire  Constabulary. 


“Any  police  officer  or  police  staff 
who  becomes  a  member  of  the  BNP 
will  therefore  render  themselves 
subject  of  a  misconduct  investigation 
and  their  behaviour  will  be  treated 
with  the  utmost  seriousness.” 

This  witch-hunt  against  members 
and  supporters  of  a  legally  consti¬ 


tuted  political  party  is  unlawful.  The 
British  National  Party’s  legal  office, 
which  has  been  contacted  by  both 
Derby  police  officers  and  members 
of  police  staff,  is  monitoring  the 
situation  closely  and  has  briefed 
those  concerned  by  Derby  Police’s 
ultimatums  of  their  rights. 

The  likes  of  David  Coleman  and 
Colin  Bettison  have  their  own 
political  allegiances,  presumably  to 
The  Labour  Party.  The  fact  that 
they  believe  they  can  use  their 
position  to  tell  other  officers  and 
staff  not  to  join  another  political 
party,  presumably  because  they 
disagree  with  its  policies,  is  a  sinister 
development  and  should  set  alarm 
bells  ringing  in  every  civil  liberty 
organisation  in  the  country.

Morrisons’  migrant  workers

WAKEFIELD:  11  illegal  immigrants  were  found  working  at  Morrisons  Distri¬ 
bution  Centre  after  locals  tipped-off  the  police. 


WHEN  police  and  immigration 
officers  raided  the  Morrisons 
Distribution  Centre  in  Wakefield 
after  a  tip-off,  they  found  1 1  illegal 
immigrants  working  there. 

The  police  were  asked  to  investigate 
after  frustrated  job  seekers  had  been 
told  that  there  were  no  vacancies  at 
the  distribution  centre,  yet  staff  at 
Morrisons  were  reporting  that  posts 
were  available  and  being  filled  by 
migrant  workers. 

Employees  leaving  the  complex  after 
work  said  that  they  were  pleased  things 
had  come  to  a  head  and  that  the  whistle 
had  been  blown  on  the  scandal. 
“When  new  jobs  arose  they  were 
quickly  filled  with  immigrants, 
presumably  from  an  agency.  Some 
couldn’t  not  even  understand  basic 
English  and  it  was  dangerous  working 
with  them,”  one  reported,  while 
another  pointed  out: 

“Morrisons  likes  to  boast  about  how 
it’s  a  local  employer  yet  they  are 


recruiting  foreigners  who  have  been 
in  the  country  for  two  minutes  before 
local  people  who  have  lived  in 
Wakefield  all  of  their  lives.” 

When  employees  first  raised  their 
concerns  with  the  management  at 
Morrisons  they  were  warned  that 
their  complaints  were  racist  in  their 
nature  and  that  they  could  face 
disciplinary  procedures  if  they 
continued  with  them. 


But  local  people,  who  had  been  on  the 
waiting  list  for  jobs  in  the  complex, 
were  not  phased  by  the  threats  and 
decided  to  do  something  about  it  by 
going  to  the  police. 

Now  everyone  is  waiting  to  see  if 
Morrisons,  who  made  a  profit  of 
£121.6  million  last  year,  advertises 
its  1 1  new  vacancies  locally,  or  still 
prefers  to  use  the  recruitment  agency 
that  provided  the  illegal  workers. 


COUN.  ADRIAN  MARSDEN:  “Animal 
welfare  is  an  important  issue.” 


Labour  councillor,  Mohammed  Najib, 
argued  that  there  was  no  additional 
cost  in  providing  halal  meat  for 
schools. 

Although  the  health  and  social  care 
panel  rejected  the  BNP  proposal, 
Adrian  was  very  pleased  that  the  issue 
had  been  aired  in  public. 

“The  old  gang  politicans  have  been 
too  scared  to  broach  this  subject  for 
fear  of  upsetting  those  who  insist  on 
having  ritally  slaughter  meat.

Mosque  riot 
disrupts

POLICE  attending  services  at 
churches  in  Burton-on-Trent 
and  at  Lichfield  Cathedral  for 
Remembrance  Day  had  to  leave 
mid-ceremony  after  a  riot  erupted 
in  Burton’s  main  mosque. 

Dozens  of  people  were  injured  during 
the  brawl  which  according  to  the 
police  involved  more  than  150 
worshippers  and  included  elders  and 
community  leaders  trading  punches 
in  a  feud  over  who  runs  the  mosque. 
Police  Chief  Superintendent  Keith 
Smy,  of  the  Burton-based  Trent 
Valley  Division  said: 

“I’m  appalled  that  this  incident 
occurred  on  a  day  when  my  officers 
were  engaged  in  solemn  remembrance 
of  the  sacrifice  made  by  so  many  in 
two  world  wars,  and  that  they  had  to 
be  redeployed  to  enforce  the  peace.”

THE  ROLE  of  our  policemen 
should  be  to  maintain  law  and 
order  on  the  streets  of  Britain. 
It  shouldn’t  be  trying  to  curry 
favour  with  any  one  particular 
ethnic  community. 

The  streets  of  Peterborough  have  been 
far  from  safe  this  year  with  a  series 
of  clashes  between  Pakistani  and 
Iraqi  Muslims  leaving  the  city’s  more 
traditional  elderly  residents  frightened 
to  leave  their  homes. 

In  May,  cars  were  burnt  out  and  homes 
wrecked  in  Gladstone  Street  in  what 
locals  described  as  a  full  scale  riot. 

In  July,  violence  broke  out  at  the  Anand 
Mela  Festival,  an  event  organised  at 
taxpayers  expense  to  bring  different 
ethnic  and  religious  groups  together. 
In  August,  a  man  was  stabbed  as  200 
people  clashed  in  the  Millfield  area 
of  the  city. 

Things  have  got  so  bad  that  out  of 
Cambridgeshire  Police’s  request  to 
the  Home  Office  for  24  additional 
police  community  support  officers,  14 


are  destined  to  go  to  Peterborough  in 
an  attempt  to  keep  the  peace  between 
warring  ethnic  groups. 

What  has  particularly  angered  the 
people  of  Peterborough  is  the  lack 
of  arrests  made  when  violence  has 
occurred.  Police  have  chosen  a 
‘softly  softly’  approach,  liaising 
with  community  leaders  rather  than 
locking  up  the  rioters. 

In  light  of  this,  it  seemed  particularly 
insensitive  for  these  conciliation 


tactics  to  go  even  further  with  police 
visiting  Peterborough’s  mosques 
bringing  gifts  for  Ramadan. 

“It’s  a  pathetic  gesture  after  the 
violence  this  city  has  seen  this  year,” 
one  resident  told  Freedom. 

“People  want  to  see  those  who  are 
bring  fear  and  intimidation  to  our 
streets  being  locked  up.  We  don’t 
want  to  see  police  officers  bearing 
gifts  to  the  leaders  of  the  community 
that  most  of  the  culprits  come  from.”

RECENT  editorial  in  The 
Guardian  must  have  been 
written  to  placate  the  likes  of 
Trevor  Phillips  and  his  entourage.

River  pollution  is  causing 
wildlife  gender  change

EWAGE  which  is  pumped  into 
Britain’s  rivers  is  threatening 
the  existence  of  the  wildlife  that 
lives  around  our  waterways 
because  chemicals  are  changing 
male  fish  into  female  fish. 

In  the  River  Lea  in  Hertfordshire, 
‘male’  roach  living  downstream  from 


a  large  sewage  treatment  work  have 
been  found  to  be  feminised  and  to  be 
carrying  developing  eggs.  Chemicals 
found  in  detergents  and  pharmaceu¬ 
tical  products  such  as  steroids  and 
contraceptive  pills  are  believed  to  be 
responsible  because  they  are  most 
often  discharged  into  rivers  through 
sewage  works. 


Research  has  found  a  reduction  in 
the  size  of  male  genitalia  in  certain 
river  species  as  well  as  a  drop  in  their 
sperm  count  and  sex  drive.  Amongst 
the  birdlife  that  thrives  around  Britain 
rivers,  scientists  have  noticed  reduced 
aggression  and  territorial  behaviour 
in  male  birds. 

While  the  gender  changes  are  most 
dramatic  in  creatures  that  live  in  or 
around  the  water,  there  are  concerns 
that  the  effects  could  be  more  dramatic 
as  the  chemicals  become  more 
concentrated  up  the  food  chain. 

This  has  given  rise  to  fears  that 
the  reproductive  abnormalities  which 
have  been  noted  across  such  a  wide 
range  of  animals  could  soon  start  to 
affect  humans. 

Britain’s  wildlife  is  under  attack 
from  all  sides,  global  warming, 
habitat  destruction,  pesticides  and 
now  by  man-made  pollution.  The 
unique  nature  of  these  islands 
must  be  preserved  and  the  British 
National  Party  should  be  taking  the 
lead  in  raising  these  issues  to  alert 
the  public  what  is  happening.

SLAMIC  extremists  based  in 
the  UK  are  calling  for  British 
soldiers  to  be  killed  in  Iraq  and  yet 
the  Government  is  doing  nothing 
about  them. 

Ahmad  Al-Rawi,  a  Iraqi-born  British- 
passport  holder  who  has  been  living 
in  Britain  since  1975,  openly  supports 
attacks  on  British  forces  in  Iraq. 

He  has  called  our  troops  ‘filth’  and 
likened  them  to  Nazis  in  WW2  against 
whom  there  is  a  ‘right  to  resist’. 

Tony  Blair  is  cautious  about  taking 
action  against  Al-Rawi  because  he  is 
President  of  the  Federation  of  Islamic 
Organisations  of  Europe,  which  speaks 
for  millions  of  Muslims  in  52  Islamic 
organizations  in  28  countries. 

He  is  also  one  of  93  leading  Islamic 
scholars  around  the  world  who  in 
August  signed  a  ‘bayyan’  (declaration) 
calling  for  Iraqis  to  rise  up  against  the 
occupation  of  their  country.  Among 
the  other  signatories  were  leaders  of 
the  terrorist  Hamas  organisation. 
Muhammad  Al-Massari  hasn’t 
managed  to  get  a  British  passport 
yet,  but  that  hasn’t  stopped  this  Saudi 
‘asylum-seeker’  from  running  an 
Al-Qaeda  support  group  in  Wembley 
in  North  London. 

Al-Massari  has  put  video  footage 
of  the  killing  of  three  Black  Watch 
soldiers  by  a  suicide  bomber  on  his 


Taj  deed  website.  The  video  bears 
the  logo  of  “The  Al-Qaeda  Organi¬ 
sation  of  Iraq”,  headed  by  Abu 
Musab  Al-Zarqawi  -  the  people  who 
murdered  British  hostage  Ken  Bigley. 
It  shows  insurgents  trampling  and 
dancing  on  the  severed  arm  of  a 
murdered  Scottish  soldier. 
Al-Massari  makes  no  apology  for 
putting  this  sickening  stuff  on  his 
website.  He  says  British  soldiers  in 
Iraq  are  ‘legitimate  targets’.  When 
he  was  asked  if  it  was  “OK  to  kill 
British  troops”,  Al-Massari  answered 


“Indeed  it  is”. 

The  British  National  Party  opposes 
our  soldiers  being  sent  to  die  in 
America’s  war  in  Iraq,  but  we  call  for 
immediate  action  against  extremists 
in  Britain  who  call  for  them  to  be 
killed,  or  to  gloat  over  their  deaths.

THE  LIBERTARIAN  Alliance, 
Britain’s  most  radical  civil 
liberties  policy  institute,  has 
condemned  the  closure  by  both 
HSBC  and  Barclays  Banks  of  the 
British  National  Party  bank 
accounts,  describing  the  action  as 
“an  ominous  threat  to  civil 
liberties”. 

The  Alliance’s  founder  and  director, 
Dr  Chris  Tame  said: 

“The  existing  banking  system  is  not 
a  free  market.

Inducements  and  pressures 
from  the  political  elite  are  exerted, 
but  are  discretely  veiled. 

“Exclusion  from  the  banking  system 
is  a  direct  attack  on  the  very  possibility 
of  an  organisation  functioning  in 
modem  society.  Thus,  to  allow 
actually  existing  banks  to  reject  a 
political  organisation  unpopular  with 
the  State  is  a  threat  to  political 
diversity  and  to  freedom  itself. 

“The  Libertarian  Alliance  opposes 
both  HSBC’s  and  Barclay’s  decision, 
as  well  as  the  growing  demands  for 
the  expulsion  of  BNP  members  from 
the  civil  service,  the  police,  teaching 
or  other  professions. 

“What  can  be  done  to  the  BNP  can  be 
done  to  any  group.”

HE  BBC2  series  ‘Who  do  you 
think  you  are?’  recently 
featured  the  popular  newsreader 
Moira  Stuart. 

It  came  over  as  a  particularly  poignant 
programme  as  she  traced  her  ancestry 
back  to  the  slave  trade. 

As  she  wept  over  the  log  books 
listing  the  slave  registry  we,  the 
white  folk  of  this  country,  were 
expected  to  hang  our  heads  in  shame 
in  a  collective  sense  of  guilt.  It  was 
as  though  we  were  in  some  way 
personally  responsible  for  the  sins 
of  our  forefathers  and  had  benefited 
financially  from  this  evil  trade. 
However  I  have  also  researched  my 
ancestors  in  some  detail  and  all  the 


events  depicted  in  the  programme 
have  to  be  shown  in  the  context  of 
those  times. 

My  grandfather  was  one  of  eight 
children  and  his  parents  struggled 
at  times  to  feed  them  all.  Go  back 
two  further  generations  and  two  of 
my  great  great  uncles  were  sent  to 
Lewes  gaol  for  stealing  geese.  They 
probably  stole  the  geese  because 
they  were  starving  being  agricultural 
labourers  when  times  were  harsh  in 
the  1830’s.  One  of  them  died  in 
prison  of  tuberculosis. 

I  have  a  sampler  embroidered  by 
my  great  great  aunt  when  she  was 
ten  years  old.  She  died  of  TB  at  18 
years  of  age  and  two  of  her  siblings 
also  failed  to  reach  maturity  due  to 


the  same  disease  which  cut  a  huge 
swathe  through  the  population  at 
that  time. 

The  poor  were  the  most  vulnerable 
as  those  living  on  inadequate  diets 
and  in  overcrowded  conditions  were 
most  at  risk. 

More  emphasis  in  the  programme 
could  have  been  made  of  the  philan¬ 
thropy  of  the  Scots  who  invited 
her  black  immigrant  grandparents  to 
enrol  in  degree  courses  at  Edinburgh 
University.  At  the  same  time  my  own 
ancestors  were  dying  on  the  battle¬ 
fields  of  the  Somme.

camps  which  will  prove  useful  in 
the  future.” 

What  especially  pleased  Kevin  was 
the  failure  of  the  tactics  used  by  the 
Labour  Party  to  try  to  stop  people 
supporting  the  No  Campaign.  They 
were  exactly  the  same  tactics  used 
against  the  BNP  at  the  last  elections. 
“We  had  North  East  football  heroes, 
both  past  and  present,  wheeled  out  to 
oppose  the  No  Campaign.

face  to  a  bloodied  swollen  pulp  until  he  collapses  from  punch 
drunk  exhaustion,  sadistic,  repugnant  and  quite  primitive. 

Of  course  Blackburn  Council  could  have  invited  John  Prescott  as 
well  because  he’s  pretty  handy  with  his  fists.  He  could  have  given  a 
demonstration  in  how  to  floor  egg-throwing  protesters.  The  Prime 
Minister  too  is  equally  pugnacious,  he  only  needs  the  flimsiest  of 
excuses  to  start  an  international  bout  of  fisti-cuffs. 

Apparently  more  than  20  people  have  already  signed  up  to  be 
groomed  as  community  leaders.  The  new  leaders  will  represent  the 
views  of  their  community  group  and  will  be  asked  their  opinions  by 
the  council  before  any  decisions  effecting  them  are  made. 

In  the  aftermath  of  the  riots  in  nearby  Burnley  in  June  2001, 
a  public  enquiry  found  that  white  residents  felt  that  the  Asian 
community  received  better  treatment,  special  privileges  and  had 
more  money  directed  to  them,  which  in  turn  lead  to  a  deterioration 
in  relations  between  the  two  communities. 

Blackburn  Council  with  their  leadership  projects  and  double¬ 
standards  on  the  value  of  boxing  as  a  sport  will  only  further 
fuel  such  resentment. 

Why  do  special  arrangements  have  to  be  made  and  money  given  to 
one  section  of  the  community  for  projects  like  this?  It  discriminates 
against  those  who  are  not  black  or  Asian. 

Are  the  needs  and  fears  of  other  sections  of  the  community  in 
Blackburn  of  no  concern?  Are  our  youngsters  unworthy  of  being 
groomed  for  leadership? 

It  makes  white  people  feel  unwanted,  excluded  and  resentful.  A 
sort  of  apartheid  and  passive  aggression  against  the  rest  of  the 
taxpaying  community  and  their  children. 

How  hypocritical  for  Blackburn  with  Darwen  Council  to 
promote  a  boxer,  whose  sport  is  banned  from  the  public 
halls  of  the  borough,  as  66 a  positive  role  model  for  everyone” 
just  because  he’s  an  Asian.

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Moorlands  will  become  a  sea 
of  scrub  as  traditional  farmers 
are  forced  out  of  business

HE  EUROPEAN  Union’s 
notorious  Common  Agricul¬ 
tural  Policy  (CAP)  has  been  putting 
our  farmers  out  of  business  and 
ripping  off  British  taxpayers  for 
years.  Now  it’s  latest  legislation 
will  wreck  some  of  Britain’s  most 
beautiful  landscapes  as  well. 

An  in-depth  report,  ‘Moorlands  at 
a  Crossroads’,  which  has  just  been 
published  reveals  that  changes  in  the 
CAP  to  be  imposed  by  Brussels  next 
year  will  mean  a  37%  reduction  in 
income  for  British  moorland  farmers. 
This  will  drive  most  of  them,  who  are 
already  struggling  to  make  a  living, 
out  of  business.  The  centuries-old 
tradition  of  moorland  cattle-grazing 
in  particular  will  be  made  totally 
uneconomical. 

Management  and  grazing  of  our 
moorlands  by  traditional  farmers 
whose  skills,  as  the  report  puts  it  have 
been  “honed  over  generations”,  is 
vital  to  their  survival.  Once  Brussels 
has  bankrupted  the  hill  farmers,  areas 
like  Dartmoor,  Exmoor,  the  Peak 
District  and  the  Brecon  Beacons  will 
swiftly  revert  to  impenetrable  bush 
and  bramble. 

Access  for  hill-walkers  will  be 
impossible  and  rare  plants  and  unique 


wildlife  habitats  will  be  destroyed, 
swamped  in  a  sea  of  scrub. 

The  report,  prepared  by  Land  Use 
Consultants,  was  presented  in  late 
October  to  Countryside  Minister  Alun 
Michaels.  Given  that  New  Labour 
despises  rural  Britain,  he  will  certainly 
do  nothing  about  it. 

But  even  if  he  did  want  to  act  to 
save  our  moorland  landscapes  and 


wildlife,  as  well  as  the  livelihoods  of 
thousands  of  small  family  farmers,  he 
couldn’t.  For  as  long  as  we  are  in  the 
EU,  Brussels  holds  the  power  over 
our  land,  the  power  which  is  literally 
changing  the  face  of  Britain. 

It’s  time  to  take  back  the  power  to 
save  our  land  and  our  landscape. 
It’s  time  for  Britain  to  get  out  of 
the  European  Union.

CIS  WELCOME  news  that 
reedom  is  campaigning  for  a 
Miners’  Memorial  Day.  There  are 
now  barely  4,000  miners  left  in 
what  was  once  this  country’s  most 
important  industry  and  if  New 
Labour  gets  its  way  any  memory  of 
this  once  proud  workforce  and  its 
connection  to  the  Labour  Party  will 
be  erased  from  our  history  for  ever. 
When  in  1992  the  Tories  announced 
their  pit  closure  programme  I  attended 
a  meeting  of  ‘  Women  Against  Pit 
Closures'  in  Sheffield.  From  there  I 
joined  with  other  miner’s  wives  in 
setting  up  a  pit  camp  outside  the  gates 
of  our  local  colliery*. 

But  we  were  fighting  a  losing  battle 
from  day  one  as  the  Tories  where 
determined  to  carry  on  their  destruction 
of  the  coal  industry  which  Margaret 
Thatcher  had  started  in  1984. 

The  sense  of  betrayal  felt  here  in 
South  Yorkshire  is  as  sharp  as  ever, 
but  now,  because  Tony  Blair  has 
blundered  from  one  disaster  to 
another,  communities  feel  so  isolated 
from  their  politicians  that  some  people 
have  even  talked  of  voting  Conserv¬ 
ative  just  to  get  Labour  out. 

Such  thoughts  show  how  desperate 
people  have  come  so  I  was  delighted 
when  a  recent  issue  of  the  Daily 
Mirror  gave  away  a  DVD  of  the  film 
‘Brassed  Off. 

This  is  a  classic  and  its  circulation 
throughout  Yorkshire  at  this  time  is 
vital  to  stir  peoples’  memories  so  they 


never  forget  what  the  Tories  did  to 
our  communities. 

The  film  is  popular  culture,  humour 
and  romance,  combined  with  great 
brass  band  music  played  by  the  real 
Grimethorpe  Colliery  Band  as  the 
fictitious  Grimley  Colliery  Band.  But 
underneath  there’s  a  stark  political 
message  dourly  delivered  between 
bouts  of  coughing-up  coal  dust  by  Pete 
Postlethwaite  as  Danny,  the  band’s 
elderly  leader. 

In  Grimley  there  has  been  a  coal  mine 
for  the  last  111  years  but  Conserv¬ 
ative  policy  is  closing  coal  mines 
down  in  favour  of  nuclear  power  and 
Grimley  is  next  on  that  list. 

The  film  is  so  true  to  life.  The 
ineffectual  trade  union,  the  carefully 
tailored  redundancy  offer  and  the 
divide  between  miners  who  had  lived 
through  the  1984  strike  and  those 
who  came  afterwards.  The  feasibility 
studies  and  pit  review  procedure  that 
everyone  knew  would  never  be  used, 
and  hardest  of  all  to  accept  the  fact 
that  we  were  sitting  on  30  years  more 
worth  of  coal  and  the  work  it  would 
provide  but  our  Government  wasn’t 
going  to  let  us  mine  it. 

The  British  National  Party  is 
becoming  a  seriously  considered 
alternative  to  Labour  for  many 
families  in  South  Yorkshire  and  the 
campaign  for  a  Miners’  Memorial 
Day  will  help  raise  the  BNP  profile 
further  in  these  communities.

We  continued  to  maintain  our 
steady  progress  throughout  the  year,  despite  the  best  efforts  of 
our  opponents,  polling  strongly  in  an  increasing  number  of  regions  in 
local  elections  and  gaining  representation  on  three  more  councils.

But  we  bounced  back  with  a  string  of  excellent  election  results  in  London, 
Essex  and  Yorkshire  and  as  such  have  finished  the  year  on  a  high. 

I  will  never  forget  the  night  of  the  North  West  Region  European 
Election  count  at  Manchester  Town  Hall.  As  our  results  came  in,  as 
good  as  they  were,  we  knew  after  the  first  couple  of  declarations  that 
they  weren’t  going  to  be  quite  enough  to  get  Nick  elected.  It  was  an 
agonising  and  desperately  frustrating  experience  but  with  the  benefit 
of  hindsight  it  might  have  been  for  the  best.

No  Justice  for  brave 
BNP  candidate 
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ON  MARCH  7th  2004,  Lynda 
Cromie,  one  of  two  British 
National  Party  candidates  for  the 
Queensbury  ward  for  Bradford 
Council,  reported  to  the  West 
Yorkshire  police  that  she  had 
received  a  death  threat. 

In  a  telephone  call  to  the  family 
home,  Mrs  Cromie  was  told  that 
she  would  ‘get  a  bullet  in  the  head’ 
if  the  BNP  continued  leafleting  the 
Birdwalk  Estate  in  Clayton  Heights. 
Police  checked  telephone  records  and 
confirmed  they  had  a  log  of  the  call, 
but  then  informed  Paul  and  Lynda 
Cromie  that  the  man  who  had  made 
the  death  threat,  was  not  Asian  as 
they  had  claimed,  but  was  white  so  it 
wasn’t  a  racially  motivated  crime. 

A  well  respected  local  businessman, 
Paul  Cromie  was  now  concerned  that 
some  sort  of  cover-up  was  taking  place 
so  he  asked  his  solicitor  to  pursue  the 
complaint  on  Lynda’s  behalf. 

After  weeks  of  silence  West 
Yorkshire  police  suddenly  changed 
tact  and  announced  they  had  removed 
the  original  officer  from  the  case 
and  allocated  a  new  one  to  it.  They 
also  admitted  that  the  threat  had  been 
made  by  an  Asian  man  and  that  the 
threat  was  racially  motivated. 

It  took  another  six  months  before  28 
year-old  Harvinder  Suri  was  arrested 
on  suspicion  of  making  threats  to  kill. 
He  was  then  released  on  police  bail 
pending  further  inquiries

But  then,  at  the  beginning  of 
November,  the  Crown  Prosecution 
Service  (CPS)  wrote  to  Lynda  Cromie 
to  inform  her  they  would  not  be 
prosecuting  Mr  Suri  because  there 
was  “insufficient  evidence  to  provide 
a  realistic  prospect  of  conviction.”
